Actually, the Army Dental Corps was 
not called upon to testify before Con- 
gress when the legislation was being 
considered. 

Under provisions of the MediCare Act, 
the only times Service dependents may 
receive dental care at Stateside Defense 
Department facilities are in cases of 
emergency “to relieve pain and suffer- 
ing,” when dental work is necessary to 
effect the recovery of a patient who is 
undergoing medical or surgical treat- 
ment, and in remote areas where there 
are not enough civilian dentists avail- 
able to treat Armed Forces families. No 
restorative or dental prothesis is per- 
mitted at any United States Defense in- 
stallation. 

Only one area, the U. S. Disciplinary 
Barracks, Lomtoc, Calif., is being con- 
sidered for classification as “remote.” 
Local civilian dentists already have ap- 
proved the move, but the Secretary of 
Defense’s office wants to get also the 
approval of the State Dental Society. 

A sampling of five months—two prior 
to and two following December 1956— 
shows a drop of more than 50 per cent 
in the number of dependents who have 
been given Stateside treatment at Army 
dental facilities. 

In October 1956, approximately 16 per 
cent of the cases handled by Army den- 
tists were dependents. The percentage 
figure is based on the total number of 
treatments given during the month, in- 
cluding uniformed officers and men. Of

in an exchange of letters published in 
last week’s issue of THE JOURNAL. The 
Budget Bureau cited “inflationary” dan- 
gers as the reason, suggested that the 
Pentagon chief drastically limit his 
recommendations. 

So Mr. Wilson has come up with a new 
plan, described in detail in this issue. 

The major recommendation — profi- 
ciency pay for certain enlisted men— 
can be achieved without any legislation 
whatsoever. No Cordiner Committee 
study was needed to prompt its activa- 
tion. In fact, the principle of proficiency 
pay already is in effect, notably in the 
Army’s specialist plan. 

What does this mean? 

Obviously, the sweeping proposals of 
the Cordiner Committee are being by- 
passed, at least for the present. 

Where the Committee recommended 
a plan that would cost $249 million for 
the last six months of the next fiscal 
year, that is from 1 January to 30 June 
1958, and where Mr. Wilson proposed 
initially to the Budget Bureau a pay bill 
that would cost about $150 million for 
this six month period, the new plan has 
a pricetag of $49 million for the first year 
of operation.

Secretary’s Plan | 


Secretary Wilson has told the Serv- 
ices to institute a “proficiency pay” plan 
for the Army, Navy, Air Force and Ma- 
rine Corps that will mean from $12 to 
$50 per month for up to 15 per cent of 
total enlisted strength. 

He has called simultaneously for pas- 
sage of legislation that would provide 
as much as two years pay for certain 
Reserve officers who are separated upon 
completion of stipulated contract pe- 
riods. 

No other pay changes are recom- 
mended at this time. 

The Secretary’s new plan completely 
eliminates any pay increase for officers. 

As was revealed in last week’s issue of 
THE JOURNAL, the original pay bill which 
he submitted to the Budget Bureau, and 
which was rejected, had eliminated any 
new benefits for retired persons. 

Writing anew to Budget Bureau Di- 
rector Percival Brundage. Mr. Wilson 
says of his new proposals: 


“The major faults in the present sys- 
tem will not be corrected by these or 
other patchwork actions alone. And, in 
my opinion, until we bring our military 
compensation system up to date, we can- 
not expect to achieve the necessary im- 
provement in quality and balance of per- 
sonnel skills and experience.” 

Nonetheless, Mr. Wilson has advised 
the Budget Bureau “it is contemplated 
that improvements in retention of 
trained personnel will make it possible to 
operate with fewer total numbers.” 

In submitting its final report to Mr. 
Wilson, the Cordiner Committee, speak- 
ing of an “integrated program” to re- 
duce the cost and increase the effective- 
ness of the national defense,” said 
succinctly: 

“Such benefits cannot be achieved by 
half-measures which adopt the termi- 
nology but kill the substance of the 
recommendations.”

“Greater Savings With Each Passing 
Year,” Group Says In Letter To SecDef 


Following is the letter transmitting 
the report from the Defense Advisory 
Committee on Professional and Techni- 
cal Compensation to Secretary of De- 
fense Charles E, Wilson. 


TEXT OF LETTER 
May 8, 1957 
Dear Mr. Secretary: 

The Report of your Defense Advisory 
Committee on Professional and Techni- 
cal Compensation is submitted herewith. 

Under the terms of Reference issued 23 
March 1956, this Committee was ap- 
pointed to advise you concerning the ad- 
justments that might be needed in the 
present provisions for compensation of 
officer and enlisted technicians and ci- 
vilian personnel in the upper grades in 
order to attract and retain the competent 
personnel required by our defense ac- 
tivities. 

The Committee Report presents an in- 
tegrated program, which, through mod- 
ern management of the manpower in the 
armed services, can simultaneously re- 
duce the cost and increase the effective- 
ness of the national defense. Adoption 
of this program in its entirety will, in 
our judgment, make it possible to attract, 
retain and motivate the scientific, pro- 
fessional, technical, combat leadership 
and management skills required by the 
Department of Defense today and in the 
future, It is believed the improvements 
will be far reaching and long lasting, 
and will bring in greater savings and 
gains with each passing year as the new 
systems are instituted. Such benefits can- 
not be achieved by half-measures which 
adopt the terminology but kill the sub- 
stance of the recommendations. 

In brief, the suggested program pro- 
poses: 

1. A modern compensation plan to pay 
people what their services are ac- 
tually worth, instead of paying 
people on the basis of longevity of 
service, and in this way encourage 
and reward outstanding perform- 
ance, advanced skills, and military 
careers for high quality personnel. 

2. A manpower management plan to 
provide a means for proper and ef- 
fective administration of the pay 
plan. This manpower management 
plan is designed to give the Depart- 
ment of Defense greater flexibility 
and control over the distribution of 
skills and experience in the services 
and places emphasis on quality 
rather than quantity. 

The six major results that can be 
achieved by means of the Committee’s 
proposals, Mr. Secretary, are: 

1. About a 15% improvement in the 

combat capabilities of the United 





States Armed Forces, without a sig- 
nificant change in the budget. Or... 

2. Savings and gains up to five billion 
dollars a year by 1962—or sooner— 
in the cost of national defense. 

3. Sharp reductions in training acci- 
dents now, and in military and ci- 
vilian losses in the event of war. 

4. Reduction in the number of military 
personnel required to produce a 
given level of national security. 

5. A long-term solution to the basic 
manpower problems of the Armed 
Services. 

6. Improved attraction, retention and 
motivation of the professional and 
technical civilian personnel in the 
Department of Defense. 

In submitting this report, the Commit- 
tee acknowledges the cooperation and ac- 
tive assistance of departments and agen- 
cies within and outside the Department 
of Defense. It has also had the benefit 
of the views and suggestions of individual 
Service personnel of all ranks and grades. 

During the course of the Committee’s 
work, other major areas of interest af- 
fecting the ability of the Department of 
Defense to attract, retain and motivate 
needed personnel were identified. In the 
time allocated for the Committee to com- 
plete its work, it became clear that the 
Committee could not adequately explore 
all of the areas identified for study. It 
was felt that the broad compensation 
subject was of such importance as to be 
the primary concern for the Committee. 
Therefore, the Deputy Secretary of De- 
fense has directed that additional spe- 
cial studies be accomplished by the De- 
partment of Defense in these areas: 

1. Military housing. 

2. Feasibility of further augmentation 
of the Department of Defense work 
force through contracts with indus- 
try. 

Limitations of time also precluded the 
Committee from making exhaustive 
study of the present “fringe benefits.” 
We urge that further studies in this im- 
portant area be made by the Department 
to determine the adequacy of the benefits 
now provided by law or regulation. 

The Committee wishes to emphasize 
the importance of early completion of 
these studies, particularly on housing, 
and for prompt initiation thereafter of 
such specific measures as may be found 
necessary to correct existing deficiencies. 

There is no automatic solution to De- 
partment of Defense manpower and com- 
pensation problems. The Committee be- 
lieves that the instruments and ap- 
proaches being recommended in this Re- 
port will make effective solutions possi- 
ble. We urge that the Report receive the 





Navy Personnel Chief Suggests “Solution” 
To Problem Of Retirement Pay Withdrawal 


TOP Navy official has suggested 

“possible” Congressional action to 
safeguard military retired pay in cases 
where officers are sentenced to imprison- 
ment by Civilian courts. 


VAdm. James L. Holloway, jr., USN, 
Deputy CNO for 
Personnel, says 
present law 
gives the Navy 
“no choice” in 
such matters. 

He gives his 
“purely person- 
al” views in a 
letter to Chief 
Counsel Robert 
W. Smart of the 
House Armed 
Services Com- 
mittee in reply 
to a letter con- 
cerning a case of VAdm. Holloway 
this type which 
was first made public in THE JOURNAL 
(27 April). 

The case involves a retired Navy com- 
mander who was sentenced by a civilian 
court to five years’ imprisonment on a 
manslaughter conviction. The President, 
acting on the advice of the Navy, has 
dropped the officer from the retired 
rolls. The commander’s wife has ap- 
pealed to Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga) 
of the House Armed Services Committee 
in an attempt to save the retired pay 
which her husband earned during almost 
30 years’ service in the Navy. 


Admiral Holloway, in answer to Com- 
mittee questions about the case, said un- 
der present law “administrative officers 
consider that they have no choice but to 
present the facts to such superior au- 
thority as is given statutory discretion 
to act in the premises.” 

He said “a possible solution to the 
problem” would be to change the present 
law so as to limit the Government’s right 
to withdraw pay except in cases where 
a retired officer is convicted by a civilian 
court of treason, sedition or subversion. 

Admiral Holloway pointed out that the 
change would not prevent the Services 
from stripping officers of their “service

Representative Leon H. Gavin 
(R-Pa) finds it “difficult to under. 
stand” how the Navy reached its 
decision to wipe out the earned re. 
tirement pay of a retired officer's 
family because the officer has been 
sentenced to a jail term. 

Mr. Gavin, a senior member of 
the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee, noted that the action was 
taken under “a little-used section 
of the Uniform Code of Military 
Justice.” 

He said, “As one of those who 
served on the House Armed Sery- 
ices Subcommittee which originally 
reported the Uniform Code, I 
doubt that it was the intention of 
Congress to penalize the families 
of retired officers.” 

Congressman Gavin inserted in 
the Congressional Record Tus 
JOURNAL story and editorial which 
first disclosed the Navy action. He 
also inserted a news-story about 
the case from the Washington Sun- 
day Star, which quoted the earlier 
JOURNAL article. 

He said he believes all Members 
of the House of Representatives 
“will want to read the details of 
this case.” 

Mr. Gavin added that he is “in 
complete agreement” with the 
JOURNAL statement, “Whatever 
course the Navy takes, it should 
bear in mind that retired pay is 
earned pay and that Armed Forces 
morale will be shattered if military 
personnel learn that this benefit 
can be wiped out with the stroke 
of a pen.”

“It is offensive to one’s sense of pro 
priety,” he said, “to envision a convicted 
felon as being permitted officially to re 
tain the title and prestige of an officer of 
the Armed Forces.” 

The Chief of Naval Personnel added, 
“On the other hand, if deprivation of his 
status also entails deprivation of the pay 
attached to that status, it is indisputable 
that the individual’s often completely 
innocent family is being punished to 4 
greater extent than he as regards loss 
of the bare necessities of life. 

“From the prospective standpoint, too, 
it is desirable to inculcate in service 
families the feeling that retirement pay 
is earned and can be depended upon, not 
that such pay can be cut off at any time 
due to circumstances which may often 
be entirely outside the knowledge and 
beyond the control of the retired per 
son’s wife and children.” 

Admiral Holloway emphasized that his 
suggestions were “made on a purely per 
sonal basis” and that they had not been 
coordinated with any other Navy office 
or with the Department of Defense.

PURPOSE OF THE LEGISLATION 
The purpose of the proposed legislation is 
to provide an effective incentive for qualified 
g Reserve officers to remain on active 
duty after the end of obligated service, but 
for a period short of qualification for retire-

of the most pressing officer manpower 
problems facing the Services today is the 
inability of the Services to retain a sufficient 
number of qualified young Reserve officers 
for extended periods of active duty beyond 
obligated service. This lack of retention is 
causing a serious gap in the experience level 
of the officer corps and is becoming more 
aggravated as the large group of World War 
[I experienced officers move out toward the 
retirement period, 

For the foreseeable future it will continue 
to be necessary for the Services to use large 
pumbers of comparatively short term Reserve 
officers in junior grades. Today, to a major 
extent, these requirements are being filled 
numerically by officers on 2 and 3 year tours 
of obligated service. The levels of leadership, 
professional competence, and experience in 
these grades essential to combat effectiveness 
require qualified officers in the 4 to 12 year 
experience category, serving beyond obligated 
service. 


High Turnover Reported 


The present high turnover of junior Re- 
serve Officers, however, militates against per- 
sonnel effectiveness and combat readiness. 
The chart below shows the extent of the 
junior officer turnover in the military services 
for Fiscal Year 1956.

If the present excessive out-flow of young 
Reserve officers to inactive duty, particularly 
of pilots and other highly trained personnel, 
can be reduced by having a carefully select- 
ed, more adequate number of them remain 
on active duty for several years beyond their 
obligated service, current force stability and 
combat readiness will be vastly improved. 

Lack of security, however, is the principal 
reason why these young officers are unwilling 
to remain on active duty after their period 
of obligated service. The nature of military 
Manpower requirements is such that it is 
Neither possible nor desirable to retain all 
such officers until retirement. Consequently, 
although an urgent requirement exists in 
each of the Services for more of these trained 
young officers to remain on active duty for 
varying periods in order to provide a bal- 
anced, experienced officer corps, they are 
wwilling to delay their return to civilian 
pursuits in light of the later financial prob- 
lems attendant upon such delay. 


Financial Incentive 

A reasonable financial incentive is there-

h. Contracts would be negotiated by the 
respective Service Secretaries under policies, 
procedures and controls prescribed by the 
Secretary cf Defense. 

The full report of the Defense Advisory 
Committee on Professional and Technical 
Compensation is being evaluated for deter- 
mination of other specific legislative proposals 
to be submitted at a later date. And we are 
proceeding with certain administrative ac- 
tions that will partially carry into effect those 
proposals of the Committee that do not re- 
quire legislation. In the meantime, it is 
considered that this proposal is consistent 
with the long range objectives of the Com- 
mittee’s recommendations and that it will 
help to solve one of our most troublesome 
problems. 


Called “Essential Step” 


This proposal has been worked out care- 
fully with the Secretaries of the Services, 
the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
the Chiefs of Staff of the Army and Air Force 
and the Chief of Naval Operations. It is our 
unanimous opinion that it is an assential step 
toward improving the level of officer exper- 
ience in the Armed Forces, and that it will

Secretary Wilson indicated that “the actions being taken at this time 
are consistent with the recommendations of the Cordiner Commitee.” He said 
that “further study and development of the over-all Cordiner Committee 
program will be a major Defense Department undertaking, under the general 
responsibility of Assistant Secretary of Defense for Manpower, Personnel 
and Reserve, William H. Francis, jr.”

SecDef Wilson’s Second Letter To BoB; 
He Tells Revised Pentagon Proposal 


HE following is the text of a communication sent by Secretary of Defense 

Charles E. Wilson to Budget Bureau Director Percival Brundage on 7 May. 

THE JOURNAL last week published exclusively a previous exchange of letters 
between Mr. Wilson and Mr Brundage. This correspondence showed the Secretary 
proposing a pay bill which was rejected by the Budget Bureau because of alleged 


“inflationary” aspects. 


In the new letter, Mr. Wilson, presents his “patchwork” plan, 


Dear Mr. Brundage: 

This is in reference to your letter of April 
4, 1957 and to subsequent conversations con- 
cerning legislation arising out of recommen- 
dations of the Defense Advisory Committee 
on Professional and Technical Compensa- 
tion as submitted with my letter of March 
20, 1957. 

In consideration of the points made in 
your letter, and other circumstances 2s they 
have developed since its receipt, I have given 
the most careful thought and study to the 
whole question of what needs to be done to 
solve our military manpower problems. This 
includes many discussions with the Service 
Secretaries, the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, the Chiefs of Staff of the Army and 
Air Force and the Chief of Naval Operations. 


Two-Fold Problem 


It seems to me that we have a two-fold 
problem to contend with: (1) the urgent 
necessity of improving retention of the hard- 
to-train skilled personnel, both enlisted and 
commissioned, who are now leaving the Serv- 
ices at such undesirable rates, and (2) the 
longer range need for fundamental modern- 
ization of manpower management and com- 
pensation systems which will enable the 
military services to achieve and maintain 
a personnel force of the quality, experience 
level and skill balance that will assure the 
most effective and economical defense posture 
for the Country. 





With respect to the immediate or more 
urgent part of this problem, I agree with 
your conclusion that our attention should 
be directed first to those areas in which we 
are having the most difficulty. And you have 
correctly identified those areas as the point 
of first reenlistment for enlisted personnel 
and the termination of obligated service for 
commissioned officers. 

To deal with these two critical problem 
areas immediately I am proposing action as 
follows: (1) To establish within the authority 
of existing law an administrative system of 
“proficiency pay’”’ for enlisted personnel and 
(2) To secure legislative authority fer lump- 
sum ‘Term Retention Pay’’ for Reserve 
officers. These proposals, which are discussed 
in more detail below, are aimed at pinpoint- 
ing our actions in the areas where we are 
having the most trouble. 

The proficiency pay plan has the specific 
purpose of providing an immediate and 
effective incentive for retention of trained 
enlisted personnel in occupations of critical 
importance to the Military Services. It is 
consistent with the principle of compensation 
based on individual contribution as recom- 
mended by the Cordiner Committee. And 
its institution at this time will enable us 
to give this principle a reasonably fair test 
as a method of solving our personnel reten- 
tion problems.

O YOU remember when Edwards Air 

Force Base was Muroc? The memory 
stirred visions of swirling dust, sun- 
baked clay, horned toads, weather-beaten 
frame buildings and sand, sand, sand!

From the twin, large 
National Advisory Committee for Aeron- 
autics hangar on the north end of the 
gigantic specially instrumented Weight 
and Balance hangar, to the colossal 360, 
000 square foot Maintenance and Modif- 
cation hangar at the corner of the “L”, 
to the ordinary Test Pilot School ang 
Transient hangar at the west end, one 
has to see to believe. 

Only the school and transient hangars 
are not new. They make a story in them- 
selves. As you recall, these were the two 
large 62,000 square foot steel hangars at 
old Muroc. They were worth saving. We 
pryed them loose from their moorings, 
jacked them up, put forty-four 8-wheel 
dollies under each. The dollies were 
special as you might guess, costing $1700 
a piece. The rubber tires were ordinary 
automobile tires inflated to only 100 psi. 
After this, it remained only to attach a 
tow truck and roll across the desert. The 
two hangars were towed three and one- 
half miles to the new location where you 
may now see them, 

One was parked on a runway over- 
night—when a transient aircraft looking 
for a safe haven asked for permission to 
land. You can imagine the long silence 
after the tower’s answer, “There’s a 
hangar on the runway.”

were moved for $100,000 rather than 
spending over $2,000,000 for replacement. 
Should you ever have a moving job, I 
can recommend a firm of experts. Not 
even a window was broken. 

In the same way other permanent 
facilities were untilized. I can recall the 
day when the old tower took off like 
Humpty Dumpty down the lake. We 
were dropping Shapes on the precision 
range. One theodolite operator of twelve 
years’ experience sighted the impact 
then swung his instrument, as was his 
custom, to check the beacon on the top 
of the water tower on the old base. He 
swung back to the crater. His eyes 
widened in surprise and he said to his 
partner, “If I didn’t know better, I'd 
think that old water tower was moving.” 

Two hours later the old tower was 
three miles out on the lake on its way 
to the South Track. 


Aerial Hoist 

Speaking of that beacon, the opera- 
tional troops naturally wanted it in op- 
eration constantly. Its 400 pounds bulk, 
the height of the water tower, and its 
new home 150 feet in the air atop the 
Maintenance and Modification hangar 
posed quite a problem. Solution—one 
large size experimental helicopter, one 
skillfull test pilot, one surgeon-fingered 
hoist operator and presto! the beacon 
was tenderly lifted from its old base and 
gently deposited in its new mount in the 
short space of half an hour. 

Naturally the establishment and con- 
struction of a major facility of this kind 
is not all fun and games. Mostly it is 
hard and continuing scheduled work. 
Take the runway for instance, 16,800 feet 
long, 300 feet wide and 19 inches thick. 
It was laid in continuous strips 25 feet 
wide reaching a maximum of 3200 linear 
feet a day. A gigantic truck unloaded 
every 40 seconds; gang mixers operated 
continually in two 10-hour shifts the 
week around. The trucks travelled at 
40 miles per hour to maintain the pace. 
Unbelievably not one accident occurred. 


“Boom” Is Trademark 

Today a white plumed contrail streaks 
across the high sky. Minutes later a 
sonic boom or two or three rack the area. 
The uninitiated look up and think,— 
what fool is indulging in high jinks 
now? The well informed glance casually 
along the Mach angle, note the type of 
aircraft and mentally guess at the speed, 
knowing full well that the nine stations 
of the radar cine-theodolite range with 
the central time correlation transmitter 
will be positively tracking and recording 
that particular test. And so it goes.

The old sun- 
baked desert has become a bee-hive of 
sophisticated activity covered with 1572 
new buildings. 

The Air Force Flight Test Center has 
become one of the greatest facilities of 
its kind in the world today. 

The only vestige of the original mem- 
ory Is perpetuated in a name, the Muroc 
Lake Golf Club. The green grass fair- 
ways and greens allow a pleasant respite 
from the high speed tempo of this tech- 
nical complex.

Despite the paucity 
of progress now in sight toward the revision in 
service pay concepts recommended by the Cor- 
diner Committee, there is no doubt but that a 
disappointed Secretary of Defense, Charles E. 
Wilson, wants to keep the new plan alive in the 
hope that something akin to it eventually will win 
Administration and Congressional approval. 


“Ultimately,” the Secretary said, “the prin- 
ciples enunciated by the Cordiner Committee 
with respect to compensation and manpower 
management, should form the foundation for an 
integrated program to achieve and maintain the 
necessary quality, experience level, and balance 
of skills required to assure the most effective 
and economical defense posture for the Nation.” 


The very fact that the Secretary chose to re- 
lease the Committee’s report and related docu- 
ments after the Bureau of the Budget had re- 
pulsed his earlier efforts to seek enactment of 
some of its proposals indicates his desire that 
the public shall know and understand the work 
done by this outstanding group of experts in 
incentive compensation. 

The report itself, much of which appears in 
this issue of THE JOURNAL, is a most compre- 
hensive document and should be studied carefully 
by every member of Congress. One aspect of it, 
which will probably escape general notice now 
that its main features have been stymied, is a 
new idea to provide for a constant readjustment 
of Service pay to keep it more nearly in line 
with civilian pay. The Committee points out that 
the “Consumer Price Index” is widely used to 
adjust civilian wage scales. It suggests, accord- 
ingly, that the Department of Labor develop an 
index of wage and salary levels in the national 
economy “which can reasonably be related to 
military pay, and which could be used as a rec- 
ognized guide in determining the proper adjust- 
ments to be made in military pay so as to keep 
it in alignment with wage/salary fluctuations 
which occur in the civilian economy.” Such an 
index could be devised, the Committee feels, 
which would “reflect properly all factors affect- 
ing industrial salary trends, such as collective 
bargaining, productivity gains, bonuses, over- 
time, and profit sharing, as well as ‘value of the 
dollar’ changes based on price fluctuations.” The 
Committee suggests that such an index could 
largely eliminate the “deteriorating effects of 
outdated and non-competitive military wage 
scales.” 


It should also be noted that the Committee felt 
strongly that retired pay should benefit from any 
readjustments in the pay of the active lists. The 
Committee concluded that “the incentive value 
of the existing military retirement program de- 
pends to a major degree upon its integral rela- 
tionship with active duty compensation and the 
confidence which has been built up in the mili- 
tary body that no breach of retirement contract 
has ever been permitted by the Congress and 
the American people.” 


The entire presentation by the Committee re- 
flects great credit upon its members and its staff. 
Our hope is that the members of the Armed 
Services Committees will seize the opportunity 
offered by the submission of that portion treat- 
ing of officers’ retention pay to open the entire 
subject for study. We suggest that they call be- 
fore them Mr. Cordiner and the members of his 
group and learn from them at first hand what 
convinced them of the need for the overhauling 
of Service pay methods which they have recom- 
mended. These men are realistic businessmen. 
They would be able to show Congress the wisdom 
from an economic standpoint of offering a wider 
range of pay incentives than the present system 
affords. 
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Family Care Deteriorating? Secretary of 
Defense Charles E. Wilson has acted wisely in ap- 
pointing a committee to study the deteriorating 
cspects of family medical care in the matter of 
dental treatment. This problem (first exposed in 
THE JOURNAL of 13 October 1956) already has 
grown to such proportions that it threatens both 
the morale of Service families and the operating 
efficiency of the Dental Corps (see story on first 
page of this issue.) 

It is most certainly an anachronism that an act 
of Congress intended to improve the medical care 
of families of service personnel results in a defi- 
nite lowering of the standards of dental care. It 
requires only an elementary understanding of 
physiology to relate dental care to general health. 
Yet, the way in which the Medical Care Act has 
been phrased results in an interpretation that 
Service families in the United States can get den- 
tal care only under exceptional or emergency cir- 
cumstances. 

There are only two answers to this enigma from

the standpoint of the Service family: 1) send th 
wife or children to the nearest civilian dentist, 
even at a great distance (only one station hag 
been rated “remote” for this purpose; or, 2) lq 
the family bear with their dental deficiencies yp. 
til ordered overseas at which time dental care js 
authorized. The result of this is two-fold. First, 
the family members tolerate bad dental health 
and its threat to general health during their stay 
in the States, and, second, the overseas burden 
upon the dental officers of the Services is jp. 
creased all out of proportion to their normal loaqd, 

To continue along the present path is fair 
neither to the Service family nor to the adminis. 
trative officers of the Dental Corps. 

We hope Mr. Wilson’s committee will come up 
with a concrete solution. Either the Act must 
be interpreted to give general dental care to all 
Service families, or the Department must sponsor 
an amendment to authorize it. No authorize 
care in the United States plus authorized treat. 
ment overseas is neither economical nor efficient 
for the Service family nor for the Service dentists, 
Let’s have an equitable solution!

Endangering Retired 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

Your news story and editorial in 
the issue of 27 April 1957 concerning 
the acticn of the President in remov- 
ing a retired Naval officér from the 
rolls because of a civil conviction, 
apparently arising out of an incident 
unrelated to his service, were read 
with grave concern. Because of the 
great number of retired personnel 
living in the neighborhood cf my 
base, I have become aware of some 
of the legal, financial and emotional 
problems affecting them and their 
dependents. Viewed objectively, the. 
action in dropping the Commander 
from the rolls appears contrary to 
what has long been regarded as the 
firm obligation of the United States 





to those who have served faithfully. 

It may be that in taking this ac 
tion the President was unaware that 
President Hoover, the exponent of 
“rugged individualism,” had once 
used the prerogatives of his office to 
disapprove the entire proceedings of 
a general court-martial which had 
sentenced a retired major to dismis 
sal for a civil offense. In the official 
papers of that case the then Secre 
tary of War noted, 

“It has been the immutable 
custom of the service that off 
cers when retired, unless some 
extraordinary circum 
stances were involved linking 
them to the military establish 
ment or involving them in cow 
duct inimical to the welfare of 
the nation, would be subject only 
to the police restrictions and 
jurisprudential process as the or 
dinary civilian.” . 

It is hoped that you will continue 
to give this specific case full cover 
age. Through your efforts it may be 
that the President will become fully 
informed. Undoubtedly the President 
when able to make an informed de- 
cision, will gladly reconsider his a 
tion and use his broad executive 
powers to correct a great injustice 

“S7arF JUDGE ADVOCATE” 
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Navy, Air Force Leaders Hold Opposing 
Views On Role Of Carrier Task Force 


How effective and how vulnerable is a Naval carrier task force? 
The Navy and Air Force have different answers to this question. During recent 
House Appropriations Committee hearings, the question was put to top leaders 


of both Services. Here is what they replied: 


The Navy View 


Admiral Arleigh A. Burke, USN, Chief 
of Naval Operations— “Warfare has 
changed a great deal, but we know from 
our operations that a carrier task force 
can deliver a terrific punch. We believe 
that it has a tremendous attacking capa- 
bility and also that it has the strongest 
defensive capability of any target in the 
world. 


“Nuclear weapons have increased the 
vulnerability of all targets, especially sta- 
tionary targets whose location can be pin- 
pointed in advance for preplanned attack. 
Here, Naval task forces have a unique ad- 
vantage. They can disperse, form for mu- 
tual support, or change location as neces- 
sary to meet the situation. Only an order 
is required to effect the required redispo- 
sition, These task forces cruising at sea 
are the most powerful air and submarine 
defense complexes in existence. If war 
comes, they will be among the hardest 
targets to locate and hit. 

“In contrast to other aboveground tar- 
gets, the relative vulnerability of Naval 
task forces has actually decreased with 
the development of modern equipment. 
Our ships today are more resistant to 
nuclear damage than most types of sta- 
tionary aboveground installations. Our 
new ships will be even more damage-re- 
sistant. 


Representative Errett P. Scrivner (R- 
Kans) — “If they (the Russians) have 
only part of what we are told they have 
... they certainly have or would have 
shortly the ability to make long-range 
reconnaissance, just as we have, and 
while your carrier is mobile, if that is 
a prime target, do you have any idea 
that they would let that get away once 
they spotted it?” 


Admiral Burke — “The same thing will 
happen to that reconnaissance plane, sir, 
that happened to the Japanese planes. As 
goon as he turns on his radars in the air 
we will pick his radars up from the sur- 
face. We will be able to pick him up far- 
ther than he can pick us up. We will have 
picked him up a long way away. As soon 
as he starts putting the reconnaissance 
aircraft out he is going to get them shot 
down. He is going to put a lot of recon- 
naissance aircraft out there and he is go- 
ing to get a lot shot down. 

“If he puts in enough effort, he will 
be able to launch an attack, but if he 
launches anything but a major attack of 
tremendous size he is going to lose that 
attack, because it has to go through all 
our own aircraft defense and missile de- 
fense and short-range defense, and he is 
going to take terrific damage. The very 
fact of his putting a major effort against 
such a target, in which he will have to 
accept great losses, will in itself divert 
that same major effort from any other 
target he could put it on. 

“The carriers at sea, the task force at 
sea, will be such a tough target that he 
will use his effort, I think, to launch it 
against lighter targets.” 








CARRIER FORCE COST 


The Navy has revealed that a 
Tepresentative carrier task force” 
Costs approximately $1.3 billion, 
with an annual up-keep expense of 
$41.4 million. 

The figures do not include the 
cost of manning the ships and air- 
craft and supplying the vessels and 
Planes with ammunition. 

A representative task force, the 

avy says, would be composed of 
three attack carriers, three cruis- 
ers and 12 destroyers, costing $1,- 
135,000,000. Aircraft based on the 
Carriers would cost an additional 
$163 million. 

Annual operating and mainte- 
nance costs (not counting crews 
and ammunition, other than train- 
ing ammunition) total $26.2 million 


for the ships and $15.1 million for 
the aircraft, 





The Air Force View 

General Nathan F. Twining, USAF, 
Chief of Staff of the Air Force—“... 
there has never been an attack on a car- 
rier or carrier force with hydrogen or 
atomic weapons of any kind. That makes 
the problem entirely different. I think a 
carrier force would be vulnerable to at- 
tack with hydrogen weapons—very vul- 
nerable.” 


“... Our concern with the carrier re- 
lates to the worst type of condition, a 
surprise attack. That is the thing we are 
the most concerned about. It would do the 
most damage. We have to retaliate in- 
stantly. The carriers may not be in a po- 
sition to assist in the important task of 
instant and effective retaliation. 


“Some may be in the ports in this coun- 
try. Some may be on the eastern seaboard. 
Two or three might be in operational po- 
sition. But it may take several days for 
them to gain a position to launch an ef- 
fective strike, and that is too late for ef- 
fective retaliation. That is the main weak- 
ness of the carrier, in my mind. 


“I think that readiness to launch an 
effective counterattack is the main thing. 
Naturally we want all the assistance we 
can get from the Navy on hitting these 
targets, if they could be counted on for 
this. I would view their capability in the 
strategic offensive in a somewhat differ- 
ent light. We have to get there and get 
there fast. Under the conditions I see 
we face, the carrier cannot be counted 
upon to do it. These are matters about 
which we must be sure if we are to be 
secure. 

“. .. We must realize that carriers are 
quite limited as to the number of air- 
planes they can send to the target. In 
other words, in offensive power they do 
not begin to compare with the potential 
striking power of the SAC force, even 
when you consider what the Navy has 
in their whole strike force. For a stra- 
tegic campaign it would not be nearly 
large enough. To do this job with car- 
riers alone, you would have to have a 
tremendous number of carriers.” 

Deputy Secretary of Defense Donald A. 
Quarles—“. . . as to the carrier and the 
vulnerability of the carrier I feel that 
General Twining’s answers, just as you 
would expect them to be, are not only 
militarily correct but technically correct. 
That is, the question of detecting them 
and the question of destroying them, and 
how land-based aircraft might destroy 
them, is correct. There is just one thing 
he did not say which I am sure he would 
say: That is, that a carrier task force 
would have very effective air defense 
over it, due to its own fighters it would 
have along with it, and to its surface-to- 
air guided-missile protection. 

“However, if you project this into the 
era when bombers will approach such 
a force with an air-to-surface missile that 
might have, say, a 50- to 100-mile range, 
and give that missile either seeking 
qualities itself or control qualities from 
a ‘mother plane’ I do not know of any- 
thing that could be done to prevent that 
missile, if it were armed with a megaton 
range warhead, from knocking out a car- 
rier task force, depending on how the 
force is deployed. At any rate, if one 
missile could not do it, it would not take 
a great many to pretty much incapaci- 
tate it. 

“This assumes that the task force itself 
is within striking range of the same kinds 
of land-based aviation we are talking 
about. If it stays outside of that range, 
then it is neutralized either way you 
look at it. I think it all comes down to 
the fact that equipment of that kind has 
to be primarily designed for and directed 
toward the prime mission of the Navy, 
which is to control the sea. I think the 
naval task force is well designed for that 
purpose. But I do not think it is well 
designed for the purpose of conducting 
strategic warfare during this initial vio- 
lent air atomic battle. In fact, I have not 
ever heard a naval expert express the 
view that it was.”

Pentagon Tells Breakdown For Family 
Housing To Be Built With Gov’t Funds 


The $54.5 million family housing pro- 
gram included in the fiscal ’58 military 
construction bill includes 1507 new units 
for the Air Force, 459 for the Navy and 
415 for the Army. 


Much of the housing (940 units) will 
be constructed at AC&W and tactical 
sites. Of these, 840 are for the Air Force 
and 100 for the Army. 

The remainder of the appropriated 
funds family housing for the Army is 


planned for Alaska: 15 units at unspec- 
ified Alaskan locations, 150 at Army tac- 
tical sites, 100 units for Ft. Richardson, 
and 50 units for the Army at Ladd AFB. 

The 459 Navy units include 81 for Adak 
and 378 for Argentia. 

Of the remaining Air Force units, 67 
will go to the AF Glasgow Site in Mon- 
tana; 39 to Kinross AFB, Mich.; 488 to 
Otis AFB, Mass.; five to Dobbins AFB, 
Ga., and 68 to Wendover AFB, Utah.

John Jay Hopkins, builder of the 
atomic submarine, Nautilus, founder and 
leader of General Dynamics Corporation 
and a former Naval officer, died 3 May 
at Georgetown University Hospital in 
Washington, D. C., of cancer. 


Mr. Hopkins was chairman of the board 
of General Dynamics Corporation, which in 
1956 achieved for the first time net sales 
in excess of one billion dollars, and chair- 
man of the board and managing director of 
Canadair Limited, the corporation’s sub- 
sidiary in Montreal, 

The most notable achievements of Mr. 
Hopkins and the firm he directed were in 
the field of nuclear energy. The first, and 
best-known of the corporation’s activities in 
this area, was the construction of the world’s 
first nuclear-powered means of propulsion, 
the submarine USS Nautilus, launched at 
Dynamics’ Electric Boat Division 21 Jan. 
1954. 

Mr. Hopkins joined Electric Boat as a di- 
rector in 1937. In 1942 he became vice presi- 
dent in charge of financial and contractual 
matters, and following World War II in 
1946 he initiated Electric Boat’s acquisition 
of Canadair, one of the largest aircraft 
building firms in Canada, He became presi- 
dent of Electric Boat in 1947, 

In April 1952, Electric Boat became Gen- 
eral Dynamics Corporation, a name sug- 
gested by Mr. Hopkins to describe better the 
company’s expanding and diverse activities. 
At the same time, Mr. Hopkins became 
chairman of the board as well as president 
of the organization. Also in 1952 Electro 
Dynamic, a division of Electric Boat, en- 
gaged in the manufacture of electric motors 
and generators in Bayonne, N. J., became a 
division of General Dynamics. 

On April 30, 1954, Consolidated Vultee 
Aircraft Corporation was merged into Dy- 
namics as the Convair Division, and on 28 
June 1955, the Stromberg-Carlson Company 
became the Stromberg-Carlson Division of 
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(During his coverage of Exercise 
Carib-Ex in Panama (THE JOURNAL 4 
May), a member of our staff found 
time to interview the commanding of- 
ficer of the Armed Forces’ T.V. sta- 
tion at Ft.

For other thousands of lIecal citi- 
zenry, the Armed Forces’ largest 
T.V. station—there are now 20 in op- 
edation throughout the world—is an 
entertaining and enlightening “am- 
bassador of goodwill.” 


How much do the Panamanians en- 
joy the 66 hours and 45 minutes of 
weekly television shows—18 hours of 
them live programs—broadcast from 
CFN’s studios here and beamed by 
microwave to the Atlantic side, 47 
miles away? 

The answer: Local business inter- 
ests last year protested the inclusion 
ef stateside commercials in the tele- 
casts. As a result of pressures from 
Panamanian officials, the commer- 
cials were eliminated. Canned music 
interludes were substituted. 

But Panamanian viewers squawked. 
They wrote scores of letters of pro- 
test, said they wanted the commer- 
cials back. Service families also said 
they wanted the commercials. 


As a result, the order to ban the 
commercials has been revoked. 

Under command of Maj. John P. 
Morrissey, USA, who has had con- 
siderable civilian broadcasting expe- 
rience, CFN operates with 200 watts 
power and covers an area five miles

wide on each side of the Panama Ca- 
nal for its entire length. 

Curiously, persons on the Atlantic 
side usually receive a better picture 
than those on the Pacific side, close to 
the transmitter. This is because im- 
proved equipment was installed at the 
Atlantic end. 

Major Morrissey and his Executive 
Officer, 2d Lt. John H. Zachary, USA, 
head a staff of 17 Army, 4 Navy, 4 Air 
Force and 2 civilian personnel. They 
also operate a radio station that is on 
the air 126 hours a week. 

Both the radio and television sta- 
tions place heavy accent on programs 
which keep Service families up to the 
minute on such matters as Survivor 
Benefits and Medical Care legislation. 

The President’s weekly news con- 
ference, dispatched by the United 
States Information Agency, usually is 
carried on television only two days 
after it takes place in Washington. 
“This coverage,” Major Morrissey 
said in an interview here, “helps show 
our Panamanian neighbors how our 
government functions.” 

Major Morrissey related that Pana- 
manians frequently are invited to par- 
ticipate in the live T.V. shows, anoth- 
er aspect of effective programming 
which builds goodwill. 

Unofficial estimates here are that 
the sale and servicing of T.V. sets to 
Panamanians now represents a mil- 
lion dollar industry. 

Essentially, of course, like the other 
19 Armed Forces T.V. stations, CFN 
is designed to serve the U. S. military 
man and his family. But because there 
are no other stations in Panama, and 
because of the professional skill of its 
staff, CFN reaches thousands of Pan- 
amanians. 

This added audience presents a 
problem whenever technical difficul- 
ties force a break in transmission. 
“The U. S. audience generally under- 
stands what is happening,” says Ma- 
jor Morrissey, “and they are patient 
while the trouble shooting is done. | 

“But the Panamanians often be- 
come irate when the pieture gets lost 
and we hear from them in a hurry.”

Dynamics’ more famous products include 
the atomic submarines Nautilus and Sea- 
wolf, the Atlas intercontinental ballistic 
missile, the F-102A all-weather supersonic 
interceptor aircraft and the B-58 Hustler, 
world’s first supersonic bomber. 

Mr. Hopkins was born in Santa Ana, 
Calif., 15 Oct. 1893. He was graduated from 
the University of California at Berkeley and 
graduated in i915 with an AB degree. He 
entered Harvard Law School in 1916 but in- 
terrupted his education in 1917 to enroll as 
seaman, second class, in the Naval Reserve 
at the San Pedro, Calif., Officers Training 
School, from which he graduated an ensign. 

In February of this year Mr. Hopkins 
was named a Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honor by the Government of France in 
recognition of his role in international avi- 
ation and for his efforts ‘‘to bring the bless- 
ings of nuclear energy to the underprivileged 
peoples of the world.”’ 

Mr. Hopkins made his home in Washing- 
ton, D, C. at 2800 Woodley Road, N.W. 
Surviving are his widow, Mrs. Ruth Smith 
Hopkins, a daughter, Mrs. Clement Conger 
of Alexandria, Va., two grandsons, William 
Ramsey Conger and Jay Alden Conger, and 
a granddaughter, Shelley Louise Conger. Mr. 
Conger is an assistant chief of protocol in 
the State Department.

Westover AFB, Mass.—The briefing of 
a SAC bomber crew and a judo demon- 
stration will be featured at an “open 
house,” with an air show to be covered 
by the local television station. 


Ft. Campbell, Ky.—Community repre- 
sentatives from Clarksville, Tenn., and 
Hopkinsville, Ky., will join in a two-state 
observance of Armed Forces Day; senior 
host will be Maj. Gen. Thomas L. Sher- 
burne, jr., CG of the 101st Airborne 
Division. 

Ft. Meade, Md.—The Second U.S. Army 
Aviation section will put on a special 
show to point up that Armed Forces Day 
1957 marks the 50th anniversary of mil- 
itary aviation. 


Ft. Bragg and Pope AFB, N. C.—An 
estimated 25,000 visitors are expected to 
see the “Power for Peace” demonstration 
at this huge installation, which will be 
featured by parachute drops.

The specific guidelines under which the plan 
would be implemented are set forth in en- 
closure 1. Subject to your approval, we 
propose to redistribute allocations in the var- 
lous enlisted pay grades to permit ‘‘profici- 
ency advances’’ of one or two pay grades for 
no more than 15% of the total enlisted 
strength. 


Cost Will Be Absorbed 

The increased cost of these ‘‘proficiency 
advances"’ will be absorbed by the Military 
Services without any increase in _ their 
presently proposed budgets for fiscal year 
1958. It is contemplated that improvements 
in retention of trained personnel will make 
it possible to operate with fewer total 
numbers, This will enable us to redistribute 
funds for payment of higher rates to those 
enlisted personnel whose retention is most 
essential to the effectiveness of the Services. 
The proposed legislation to authorize ‘“Term 
Retention Pay’’ for Reserve officers is 
similar to that portion of the bill submitted 
with my ietter of March 20, 1957. It is a 
special compensatory inducement for selected 
Reserve officers to remain on active duty 
beyond normal obligated service, but for a 
period short of qualification for retirement. 
It would be offered to Reserve officers under 
the following circumstances: 

a. ‘‘Term Retention Contracts’’ would be 








entered into for periods of two or more years’ 
duration with selected officers who have com- 
pleted at least two years’ active duty. Upon 
satisfactory completion of the contracted 
service and upon release from active duty 
the officer would be paid a lump sum amount 
equal to two months’ pay for each year of 
contract service up to a maximum of two 
years’ pay. 

b. “‘Term Retention Pay’’ would be paid 
only for that service rendered under con- 
tract after enactment of enabling legislation 
(no retroactive coverage for past service). 
Length of contracts beyond the two year 
minimum would be determined by each 
Service based on its particular requirements. 
Additional contracts could be entered into 
when required. 

ec. Contracts would not be offered to 
medical, dental and veterinary officers in 
view of other special compensation payable 
to those officers for extended active service. 

d. Payment for contract service would be 
at the basic pay rate held at the time of 
completion of the final contract, whether 
or not the officer continues to serve and 
attains a higher pay status at a later date. 

e. Term Retention payments would not 
be payable to Reserve officers (1) who qualify 
for retirement either by reason of physical 
disability or completion of 20 years’ active 
service; (2) who are released for unsat- 
isfactory service or are permitted to resign 
for their own convenience; or (3) who 
terminate their Reserve status to accept 
appointment as a Regular officer. 

f. An officer who might collect Term 
Retention Pay and subsequently re-enter the 
service and qualify for retirement would 
have his retired pay reduced in an amount 





proportionate to the Term Retention Pay 
previously received. 

g. Term Retention Pay would not be 
payable to survivors of Reserve officers who 
die while serving on active duty. This keeps 
the Reservist and the Regular on the same 
basis in their entitlement to survivor bene 
fits. 

h. Contracts would be negotiated by the 
respective Service Secretaries under policies, 
procedures and controls prescribed by the 
Secretary of Defense. This would make it 
possible to pinpoint those categories of 
Reserve officers who are most difficuit to 
retain in each Service. 

The proposed legislation would involve 
no increase in the budget for fiscal years 
1958 and 1959. Based on implementation plans 
of the Services, the estimated cost for future 
years would be as follows: 


FY 1960 $ 230,920 
1961 6,909,700 
1962 5,575,950 


These revised proposals have been worked 
out carefully with the Military Departments 
in the light of my recent discussions and 
communications with the President. It is 
our unanimous opinion that they are not 
inconsistent with the principles proposed by 
the Defense Advisory Committee on Pro- 
fessional and Technical Compensation and 
that they will give us a solid foundation for 
further study and evaluation of the Commit- 
tee’s full recommendations. 

As for the long range or ultimate objective 
stated above, I am sure you will agree that 
the principles of a modernized military man- 
power management and compensation system 





as advocated by the Cordiner Committee 
and as generally refiected in my Submission 
of March 20, 1957, are deserving of the most 
careful review and consideration for fuyty, 
acceptance and enactment into law,

3, Proficiency pay must be directly asso- 
ciated with a demonstrated level of profici- 
ency and must be contingent upon periodic 
checks to insure maintenance of that profici- 


es One and two pay grade advances have 
been adopted as the means for awarding 
proficiency pay. Proficiency advances entitle 
the recipient to all pays and allowances of 
the higher grade involved. 

5, The problems of the individual Services 
differ in many respects and their allocation 
of proficiency pay must be justified on the 
pasis of providing solution of their respective 
problems. Total allocation of personnel re- 
eiving proficiency advances, however, should 
not exceed 15% of the total enlisted strength 
of the Services, 

6. In order to avoid stagnation, proficiency 
advances must be phased toward the com- 
puted figure as individual Services require. 

7. Proficiency pay is designed as an active 
duty incentive and accordingly personnel in 
the reserve components would not receive 
proficiency pay unless on extended or con- 
tinuous active duty in excess of 30 days.

Frank Pace, jr., former Secretary of 
the Army and a major in the Army Air 
Corps during World War II, has been 
elected president of the General Dynam- 
ics Corporation and reelected vice chair- 
man of the board. 

At the same 
time Earl Dallam 
Johnson, a for- 
mer Under Sec- 
retary of the 
Army and later 
president of the 
Air Transport 
Association, was 
elected Execu- 
tive Vice Presi- 
dent of the com- 
pany. 

John Jay Hop- 
kins, founder of 
the company, 
who had been

the Board, died in Georgetown Hospital 
in Washington, D. C., a few days after 
the election.

on Tells Of “Tenacious” 


Super-Radar System; Known As SPQ.5 


The reason for the radically changed 
contour of the guided-missile cruiser 
USS Canberra (CAG-2)—this has been 
the subject of considerable speculation— 
has been explained by the Navy. 

The massive, turret-like structures, 
resembling huge searchlights, were first 
seen aboard the Terrier-equipped ship 
during President Eisenhower’s recent 
trip to Bermuda. 

The Navy has identified them as a 
class of super-radars, known as SPQ-5’s. 
The long-range, high-altitude missile- 
guidance radar system was developed for 
the Navy by Sperry Gyroscope Co., Great 
Neck, N. Y. 

RAdm. Frederick S. Withington, USN, 
Chief, Bureau of Ordnance, said the 
SPQ-5 Terrier radars provide the Navy’s 
newest missile ships with added punch 
and power through increased accuracy 
and range. 

“Our new systems,” the Admiral said, 
“are giving exceptionally high perform- 
ance for tenacious, stable guidance of 
supersonic missiles whether fired singly 
or in salvoes at individual attackers.” 
The Ordnance Chief said the two SPQ-5 





systems aboard the Canberra combine 
many automatic radar functions jp 
each unit. Either system can contro} 
the missiles from a single launcher or 
battery, or both radars can track dif. 
ferent target groups simultaneously. 

The SPQ-5’s, the Navy said, include 
flexible modes of scanning the airspace 
many miles beyond the horizon, provid. 
ing early warning of an enemy approach, 
Individual targets can be selected from 
close-flying groups and tracked at great 
distances, while Terriers are launched 
and guided with extreme accuracy. 

The super-radars are being produced 
for the Navy by the Sperry Piedmont 
Co., Charlottesville, Va. An addition to 
the $2 million Charlottesville plant, 
which was completed last October, wil] 
more than double the space for produc- 
tion of the radars and other strategic 
marine equipment. 

Two cruisers, the USS Boston and the 
USS Canberra, have been converted to 
Terrier-carrying ships. Three others, 
the USS Topeka, Providence and Spring. 
field are being converted to carry the 
missiles and will have the new radar 
devices. 





Military Spur To Rosenwels Encourages 
Wider Industry Participation, Group Told 


Large-scale military sponsorship of re- 
search during and since World War II 
has had a major effect in accelerating™*the 
pace of industrial research and equaliz- 
ng the unique competitive position for- 
merly held by companies conducting re- 
search programs, according to Dr. kK. W. 
Engstrom, Senior Executive Vice Presi- 
dent of the Radio Corporation of America. 

Speaking to the Stanford Research In- 
stitute Associates Research Management 
group at Princeton, N. J., Dr. Engstrom 
stated that the rapid growth of research 
and the increasing number of partici- 
pants, together with shortening of the 
time cycle from research to product, is 
“having an equalizing or leveling effect 
on the impact of research on ail of in- 
dustry.” 

Citing government-sponsored research 
as an accelerating element in speeding

and broadening industrial research gen- 
erally, Dr. Engstrom said: 

“Research sponsored by the military 
departments has for its purpose the as- 
surance of the strongest means of com- 
munication and armament that science 
can provide both for defense and offense. 
All who share in the effort have a com- 
mon purpose objective. Thus, to insure 
best progress toward this common pur- 
pose objective, there has grown up a 
procedure of ‘sharing of knowledge’ and 


a ‘sharing of know-how’ by all who have 
a ‘need to know’ in the conduct of all the 
efforts. 

“Sharing of knowledge has always been 
a characteristic of the scientific frater- 
nity. But sharing of know-how in actual 
procedures and techniques on so wide a 
front and across all competitive barriers 
is a deeply significant recent change in 


the industrial research environment.”

The Navy said that tooling also 1s 
underway for more than a score of P6M-2 
production “SeaMasters” which will be 
powered by four Pratt and Whitney J-7 
turbojet engines.

The Navy’s sea-based jet plane pro 
gram has received two setbacks in the 
past. The first XP6M-1 was lost while 
flying over the mouth of the Potomac 
River on 7 Dec. 1955.

The second experimental model failed 
at 20,000 feet while flying over Wilming- 
ton, Del. This accident was determined to 
have been caused by the movable hore 
zontal section of the plane’s “flying” tail.
